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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues in substance that "Kloba does not 
teach a middleware filter that filters the content in response to meta data within the content. Kloba instead teaches that selected content is 
modified/optimized based on meta tags." 

In response, Kloba's teaching "Synchronization is meant to refer to the specific process of copying, adding, FILTERING, removing, 
updating and merging the information between a client and a server" (Col. 5, lines 58-52) and "IDENTIFY content that is designed for 
additional modifications. Any and all bytes processed by the server are potentially EXAMINED for compression/optimization. The server 
DETECTS the tag and executes the necessary logic" (Col. 6, lines 32-36) covers the limitations as claimed. 
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
